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Combat Boots Retired to Stud 


A recent valuable addition to the stud in 
Maryland is the durable hard-hitting Combat 
Boots, a stakes winner of $142,055. The six- 
year-old bay son of Our Boots-Miss Dodo, by 
Man o’War will stand the 1955 season at the 
Windy Hills Farm of the O’Farrell Brothers at 
Westminster, at a fee of $250 live foal. 

During his racing career, the handsome son 
of Our Boots was a winner at two, three, four, 
five and six, something of a rarity these days— 
especially so when it is against stakes competi¬ 
tion to boot. 

The sprinting power of the *Bull Dogs and 
the endurance and stamina of the Man o’Wars 
must have exerted an even influence on the 
make-up of Combat Boots. For he had the abili¬ 
ty to carry his speed from 4|/2 furlongs to IY 2 
miles. However Combat Boots was most danger¬ 
ous at the popular American distances of from 
1 1/16 miles to 1 1/8 miles. 

While he had the speed to take the track 
when asked the Our Boots colt could be rated 
and come from behind. He also boasted another 
trait which turfmen admire in a horse—that 
of always trying. Indeed, in one of his winning 
races, he had to be taken back twice inside the 
first half mile when danger of being pocketed 
threatened, and then had to be taken to the 
outside to make his triumphant stretch run. 

There’s a saying about a man’s being known 
by the company he keeps, and one of the surest 
ways to judge a racehorse is by the competition 
against which he raced. In his seven handicap 
wins and in the eight handicaps in which he 
was second, this compact bay met and quite 
often defeated some of the cream of racing’s 
society. Horses such as Alerted, Oil Capitol, 
Pilaster, Battlefield, Yildiz, Sonic, Greek Ship, 
County Delight, One Hitter, Common Cause, 
Going Away, Three Rings, Indian Land, Kaster, 
Blue Hills, ♦Chicle II, Nullify, Donor, Andre, 
Gulf Stream, Lone Eagle, and many others fol¬ 
lowed in his wake on occasion. 

Combat Boots was a winner of 14 races, (plus 
4 in which he lost by a proverbial hair, either 
a head or a neck). He was a winner of the 
1 l/ 16 -mile King Philip Handicap, the 1 1 / 8 - 
mile Chance Play, and the 1 1/16-mile Alcedo 
Handicaps at Jamaica, the 1 1/8-mile Attention, 
and W^ater Color Classified Handicaps at Bel¬ 
mont, the 1 1/16-mile Flagler Handicap at 
Gulfstream Park, and the 1 1/8-mile Fire Is¬ 
land Classified Handicap at Aqueduct.

Combat Boots has a pedigree of a potentially 
successful sire, combining as it does the out¬ 
standing sires ♦Bull Dog and Man o’War. Our 
Boots, his sire, was a high-class racer and is a 
top stock horse (sire of the winners of more 
than $1,750,000, of which Combat Boots is the 
leading money winner), being a son of the 
great ♦Bull Dog, one of the really influential 
sires of our time. ♦Bull Dog has solidly in¬ 
trenched his position in the American breed¬ 
ing pictures through such powerful sires as Bull 
Lea (sire of Twilight Tear, Mark-Ye-Well, 
Alerted, and the world’s leading money winning 
horse, gelding and mare. Citation, Armed and 
Bewitch respectively, etc.). Tiger, Occupy, The 
Doge, Coldstream, Eternal Bull, Occupation, 
etc. 

There is no dearth of quality on the dam side 
of Combat Boot’s pedigree for his dam. Miss 
Dodo is a daughter of Man o’War, a great brood¬ 
mare sire.

All in all, from outward appearances Combat 
Boots, given the right kind of mares should get 
hard-hitting horses which win as two-year-olds 
and keep right on going. They should be able 
to handle the sprints and up to 1 1/8-miles 
against any man’s horse. Time alone will tell.

FISHERMAN NETS THE BIG ONE: Hopes 
for an American victory in the Washington, D. 
C. International ebbed when King Ranch s High 
Gun was withdrawn practically on the eve of the 
race due to a strained muscle, but the pinch- 
hitter, game little Fisherman soon allayed all 
fears and came through in smashing style. 

Seven horses, representing four nations, 
started in the third, and most thrilling, Interna¬ 
tional. From England came Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth IFs three-year-old Landau, and Frank 
W. Dennis’ four-year-old King of the Tudors. 
France was represented by Julien Decrion’s crack 
filly, Banassa, and E. Masurel’s older Norman. 
Lady Bury’s distance-running filly. Northern 
Gleam, was the hope of all Ireland. C. V. Whit¬ 
ney’s sophomore gamecock. Fisherman, and 
Stanley C. Mikell’s good grass horse, Brush 
Burn, represented the United States. 

Though last away from Eddie Blind’s walk-up 
start, the Whitney colt wanted to run from the 
beginning, but Eddie Arcaro, for strategic pur¬ 
poses rather than protocol, allowed Her Majesty’s 
black Landau to pace him for a mile. Then, 
sensing an abnormally slow pace, eased his 
mount past the flagging Landau at the lower end 
of the backstretch. Between turns, he loosened 
his hold momentarily to feel out his opposition. 
Responding, King of the Tudors and the favorite, 
Banassa, the latter delayed briefly behind the 
winded Landau, eased closer. 

As the field straightened away in the home 
lane, Arcaro unwrapped Fisherman and the little 
sanforized fellow rapidly opened a three-length 
lead. As he did, Banassa set out in earnest pursuit. 
A sixteenth of a mile from the wire the French 
filly lapped Fisherman and it looked as though 
she would overtake him. But it was not to be. 
Feeling his mount giving his all, Arcaro aban¬ 
doned the whip and hand-rode in the last feverish 
moments. His mount dug in to win by three- 
quarters. Banassa finished three and a half lengths 
to the fore of the mildly-rallying Brush Burn. 
For the others there were no excuses. 

Norman was cooked but the hammer fell 
against an imperfect charge. King of the Tudors 
faltered after only a token bid. Though she was 
supposed to relish a yielding strip, Northern 
Gleam never got closer than fifth. Landau, rated 
a top miler at home, found 12 furlongs too far. 
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With firm going he might have had held on 
longer. 

The time on the grass strip made soft by heavy 
rains was a slow 2:47 4/5, a full 17 seconds off 
Wilwyn’s track record set in this race two years 
ago. Worden II ran the "about one and one-half 
miles’’ in 2:36 on a soft strip in 1953. 

Fisherman and Arcaro were wildly cheered 
by the weekday crowd of 20,562 as they returned 
to the winner’s circle. Arcaro, unaccustomed to 
such unanimous acclaim, did not receive an 
audible boo. Inexplicably, they were reserved for 
Governor Theodore R. McKeldin, who was in 
the winner’s circle for the presentation cere¬ 
monies. Only the day before, the people of 
Maryland had voted him the first Republican 
governor to serve two consecutive terms in An¬ 
napolis. 

Other than this incident, good sportsmanship 
outshone all other aspects of the race. C. V. 
Whitney’s gracious acceptance of Fisherman’s 
eleventh-hour invitation to run, and the Queen’s 
resolution to be represented despite criticism of 
her colt’s qualifications in some quarters of the 
English press, are two cases in point. 

Though the race was neither televised nor 
broadcast. Laurel otherwise went all out to put 
on a good show. Scores of French, English, Irish 
and American flags lined the approach to the 
track; others flew from infield poles. Musicians 
from the Second Army Pipe and Drum Band 
were "imported” from Fort Meade to lend color 
to the ceremonies, but for the most part the 
kilted clansmen were preoccupied in maintaining 
their soldierly dignity in the high south-westerly 
winds. 

It was a great spectacle. What sort of a day 
was it? It was a day like all days, filled with the 
events that alter and illuminate our time—and 
Fisherman was there! 

Fisherman made a tremendous and appreci¬ 
ated showing at Laurel to gain America her first 
triumph in the International. The ease and grace 
with which he adapted himself to the "strange” 
turf will be an effective selling point when it 
comes time to engage top American color-bearers 
in future renewals. 

CLOSED SHOP: Mrs. Augustus Riggs IV 
gained her first stakes win on the flat when her 
homebred filly, Best Contract, scampered through 
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the slop to win the Maryland Futurity on Oc¬ 
tober 27. By the Maryland sire, Grand Slam, 
from the Blue Larkspur mare, Best Blue, Best 
Contract won her first race in four starts when 
she stepped the six furlongs in 1:13 to nose out 
E. K. Bryson’s Kinda Smart at the wire. She was 
foaled at her owner’s Happy Retreat Farm, at 
Woodbine. 

Best Contract followed up her Futurity vic¬ 
tory with an allowance win in her next start at 
Pimlico which brought her earnings up to $11,- 
023. Her record shows 2 wins, a second, third 
and fourth in five starts. Frank A. Bonsai trains 
the Riggs lass. Eldon Nelson was aboard her in 
both victories. 

CAST-IRON DUKE: After being displaced 
by New Dream, J. Warfield Rodgers Due de Fer 
came again to win the Laurel Sprint Handicap by 
a neck. The brown three-year-old colt by Spy 
Song-Lady Waterloo, by *Quatre Bras II, 
splashed through six muddy furlongs in 
1:12 3/5 under top weight of 119 pounds. The 
victory was the first stakes win for apprentice 
Donald Brumfield, whose father, E. S. Brum¬ 
field, trains the winner. Due de Fer’s share of the 
$15,000-added purse was $12,400. The Rodgers 
speedster won the Myrtlewood, Parkway and 
Pageant Handicaps in addition to the Laurel 
Sprint ’Cap this year. His lifetime earnings of 
$98,325 were accrued through 11 wins, 2 sec¬ 
onds and 2 thirds in 21 starts. Last year at two 
he was undefeated in three starts. 

Harold H. Polk’s New Dream ran a very game 
race to be second after breaking down inside 
the eighth pole. Mrs. Harry A. Parr Ill’s Mary¬ 
land-bred Staffordshire raced well to finish third, 
beaten less than three lengths. 

SARATOGA AT LAUREL: Mrs. Marion 
duPont Scott, who consistently breeds front- 
rank steeplechasers at her Montpelier farm, has 
come up with a likely-looking youngster for next 
year’s sophomore fixtures in the homebred Sara¬ 


toga. This handsome son of * Blenheim II-* Ship¬ 
shape II, by Blue Peter, accounted for the mile 
and a sixteenth Spalding Lowe Jenkins in facile 
fashion, winning by three lengths. 

Ridden by Nick Shuk and trained by F. A. 
Bonsai, Saratoga stepped the distance in 1:49 
in muddy going, being in front all the way. Since 
recording his first stakes win he has finished 
third in the Pimlico Futurity and won the Bowie 
Endurance Gold Cup. His record this year is 5 
victories, 1 second and 3 thirds in 11 starts. His 
earnings amount to $37,775. 

H. W. Patrick’s Day’s Duke and Gee M. 
Cohen’s Chuck Thompson finished second and 
third. 

Bucking competition from Garden State 
most of the way. Laurel’s 16-day fall term ended 
with a 3 per cent gain in customers and a wager¬ 
ing decline of 8 per cent. Total attendance 
reached 195,282 for a daily average of 12,205. 
The total mutuels pool of $14,247,457 averaged 
$890,444 per day. 

C. V. Whitney topped all owners with $53,- 
750. Wheatley Stable, Montpelier and Hasty 
House Farm were next in line. F. A. Bonsai 
headed the trainers’ list with 9 victories to 
Bernie and Bowes Bond’s eight wins. Jimmy 
Rowan, Clyde Troutt and J. P. Watts tied for 
third with 5 wins apiece. 

Nick Shuk paced the riders with 27 victories. 
Eldon Nelson registered 19 triumphs to place 
second. Apprentice Ray Mikkonen had 11 suc¬ 
cessful mounts and Oliver Cutshaw posted 10. 

A NICK FOR PRECOCITY: Eager for a look 
at the spanking new Pimlico plant, 9,233 fans 
turned out for opening-day ceremonies on No¬ 
vember 4. The refurnished clubhouse-grand¬ 
stand area was the featured attraction of the day. 
Of secondary interest was the eighth running of 
the Pimlico Breedrs’ Stakes. 

Nosed out in the six-furlong Maryland Fu¬ 
turity, Ella K. Bryson’s Kinda Smart tried on for

size the five-and-a-half-furlong Breeders Stakes 

—it was as snug a fit as you 11 ever see. The 
brown colt by the home sire, High Lea from the 
* Rhodes Scholar mare, March Scholar, tolerated 
Alan T. Clarke’s Mowleesha’s pace for the first 
three-eighths, then took over to gain a narrow 
decision from Mrs. L. L. Voigt s fast-closing Her 
Hero. H. H. Polk’s Linda’s Dream was third. 

Four years ago the mating of High Lea and 
March Scholar resulted in the quick filly. Wise 
Scholar, winner of the Hialeah Juvenile and 
Bowie Kindergraten for the Brysons. Like his 
older sister, Kinda Smart came to hand early. 
Racing against the best of his age group, he has 
won the Tyro Stakes at Monmouth in addition 
to his Pimlico score. He was second to Right 
Down in the William Penn, runner-up to Wreck 
Master in the Christiana, and second to Royal 
Note in the Dover before being nosed out in 
the Maryland Futurity. Though bred by G. Ray 
Bryson, he races in Mrs. Bryson’s familiar colors. 
C. H. Purcell trains the colt. His record including 
the Breeders’ shows 13 starts, 3 wins, 7 seconds 
and $36,923.33. 

A PLUM FOR CHRISTIANA: Montpelier’s 
Saratoga, meeting sterner opposition than he 
faced in the Jenkins, attempted to steal the 
Pimlico Futurity with his early speed but suc¬ 
cumbed to the late-charging Thinking Cap and 
Flying Fury. The former colt, a son of Rosemont- 
Camargo, by * Heliopolis, racing in the silks of 
Christiana Stables, took down the $53,870 that 
went to the winner. The purses exceeded the 
stable’s earnings throughout all of 1953. 

Last in the field of 11 at the half-mile pole. 
Thinking Cap went to the outside and in a sus¬ 
tained drive outrushed Flying Fury to win by 
two and one-half lengths. He shouldered 122 
pounds in winning his first stakes. Trainer How¬ 
ard Young has saddled him to win 3 of his 12 
starts and $62,020. He has been once second and 
twice third. Doug Dodson rode him in the Fu¬ 
turity. 
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TOUGH NUT TO CRACK: Revived under 
new conditions which call for starters to run a 
mile and a half on the turf, the Exterminator 
Handicap revealed Charfran Stable’s Cascanuez 
to be a force to contend with in future grass 
stakes. The six-year-old Argentine stallion by 
Partab-Vuelta al Pago, by Ipe, led all the way 
to win by four and a half lengths in the corking 
time of 2:23 1/5. 

He has been out 27 times in a busy campaign 
this year, winning 8, including the Chagrin Valley 
Turf ’Cap, and $33,405. He also picked up 1 
second and 4 thirds. Cascanuez raced under a 
$3,500 claiming tag in July. Switched from the 
main track to the greensward, he runs like a 
different horse. He holds turf course records at 
Randall, Suffolk and Pimlico. Bobby Ussery came 
down from New England to ride the J. Carrara- 
trained horse in the Exterminator. Raster and 
Brush Burn, no slouches on the grass, finished 
second and third in the field of ten. 

TWO FOR THE MONEY: The $15,000- 
added Marguerite Stakes, since its inception in 
1945, an important juvenile filly fixture, lacked 
both quality and quantity this year. Calendared 
a little late to catch the top-fighters this season, 
its days may be numbered. Run at a mile and 
a sixteenth, it attracted a field of seven non¬ 
stakes winners. With two entries in the small 
field show betting was ruled out. Mrs. Ada L. 
Rice’s coupling of Nimble Doll and Proud Pomp 
was the pronounced choice on the basis of the 
former filly’s red-hot prep for the event. But she 
ran out of gas, leaving her stablemate to win in 
a squeaker. 

A brown filly by the leading sire, * Heliopolis, 
from the Bull Lea mare. Airy, Proud Pomp came 
from off the pace of Nimble Doll and Reddy Ro 
to win by a nose from the latter. Rokeby’s Far 
Pacific was third. Bred by Mrs. Rice s Danada 
Farm, the winner is trained by Baltimore’s own 
Tommy J. Kelly. He has saddled over 50 win¬ 
ners for Mrs. Rice this year to place her stable 
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President Danny Shea of the MHBA presents 
trophy to Trainer C. Purcell, after E. K. Bry^ 
son’s KIN DA SMART won the Pimlico Breed¬ 
ers’ Stakes, second of the Maryland-bred tests. 

fifth on the list of leading money-winning own¬ 
ers. 

Proud Pomp took down $34,025 in winning 
her first added-money race. In 11 starts, she has 
won 3, and been third once, earning $39,205. 
Apprentice F. A. Smith who was registering his 
second stakes success, both in a week, rode 
Proud Pomp. 

LIKE MOTHER, LIKE DAUGHTER: The 
Gallorette Stakes, named in honor of the late 
William L. Brann s immortal racemare, was, very 
appropriately, won by her first foal. Mile. Lorette. 
She is owned by Mrs. Marie A. Moore, her 
breeder, who purchased Gallorette from Mr. 
Brann near the end of her racing career. 

By the home stallion. Lovely Night, Mile. 
Lorette’s chances appeared so slight that Mrs. 
Moore was asked to present the trophy to the 
winning owner. When it developed that her filly 
had won, Mrs. Louis Pondfield hurried to the 
winner’s circle for the presentation. The four- 
year-old filly collared the pacemaking Dispute 
inside the eighth pole and went on to score by 
a half-length under 114 pounds, C. V. Whitney’s 
Dispute was second and Walter A. Appel’s An¬ 
other World, third. 

The filly established a new track record for the 
mile and an eighth (1:50 1/5) to climax her 
victory. She is trained by the former jumping 
rider, Sidney Culver, and was ridden in the Gal¬ 
lorette by Augustino Catalano. In three seasons 
of campaigning Mile. Lorette has started 27 
times, won 6, been second 2 times and 9 times 
third, earning $30,085. At two she won a di¬ 
vision of the Thoroughbred Club Dinner Purse 
at Keeneland. 

Mrs. Marian W. O’Connor’s smashing mare, 
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La Corredora, finished sixth under top weight 
of 120 pounds. During the running she ag¬ 
gravated an old tendon injury which may 
terminate her racing career. 

HELIS’ TELESCOPE: Determine, Hasty 
Road and High Gun, which divided the Triple 
Crown into three pieces, couldn’t make the 
Pimlico Special but Old Hilltop latched on to a 
real good one in Helioscope, the late-season 
champion. This handsome and very capable 
sophomore son of the potent * Heliopolis and 
the Man o’ War mare, War Flower, put on al¬ 
most as good a show in the Special as did Tom 
Fool last year. 

He was much the best of the field of five com¬ 
posed of Hasseyampa (second). Fisherman 
(third). Jet Action (fourth), and the leading 
Canadian soph. King Maple. Breaking alertly. 
Helioscope outran Jet Action to the first turn 
and was master of all he surveyed thereafter. As 
did all starters, the winner carried 122 pounds in 
the invitational affair. He rattled off the mile 
and three-sixteenths in a respectable 1:59 over 
a sloppy track. 

Miss Mildred W. Woolwine bred the brother 
to the good stakes-winning young sire, Ace 
Admiral. William G. Helis, Jr., purchased him 
at Keeneland as a yearling for $17,000. When 
properly invested, money grows and Helis’ lay¬ 
away plan has now netted him $193,025. Helio¬ 
scope has been unplaced but twice in winning 
10 of his 15 starts. The other three times he was 
second. He won his only start at two and then 
was shelved due to an injury. 

The Helis colt was ridden by Sammy Boul- 
metis and is trained by Howard Hausner. Both

With competition 
no closer than Wheeling, Jamaica and Pawtucket, 
the Maryland Jockey Club enjoyed its most suc¬ 
cessful autumn session since the mid ’40’s. At¬ 
tendance was up 2 per cent over last year and 
the mutuels play showed a gain of 15 percentage 
points. Crowds averaged 13,073 and betting a 
robust $1,108,668. Helping the figures along 
was an abnormally high percentage of winning 
favorites—44. 

Thinking Cap’s Euturity entitled Christiana 
Stable to the money-winning crown. William G. 
Helis, Jr., and the Ada L. Rice stable finished 
two-three. 

F. A. Bonsai, who is having a real good year 
and can look forward to an even better one next 
season with Saratoga, again lead his training 
rivals at Pimlico with 7 victories. C. H. Purcell 
and C. R. White shared runner-up honors with 
5 wins apiece. Bowes Bond and Eddie Yowell 
were close behind with 4 victories.

Nick Shuk, Eldon 
Nelson and F. A. Smith accounted for minor 
laurels with 14, 12 and 10, respectively. 

POWER GLIDE; When he isn’t speaking 
eloquently of Chevrolets, C. Lamar Creswell, of 
Springdale Farm, Fullerton, is given to loquacity 
concerning equines. And Mrs. Creswell will turn 
from her African violets to discuss Mister C. L., 
Thoroughbred namesake of her husband. It is 
understandable that November 22 was a big day 
for the Creswells when Mister C. L. stepped 
out to win the $7,500-added Bowie Breeders’ 
Stakes. It was their first stakes win. 

Carrying 112 pounds, Mister C. L. set the 
early pace, gave way to Fler Hero, then came on 
again to displace the leader and win by three 
lengths.

Maryland In Jersey Stakes 

Four Marylanders were among the first to 
send in nominations for the 1955 running of 
The Garden State and the Gardenia at Garden 
State Park, it was announced recently by Walter 
H. Donovan, executive vice president of the 
Garden State Racing Association. They are 
Messrs. E. Taylor Chewning and Breckenridge 
Long and Mesdames E. K. Bryson and Eugenia 
Bankhead. 


The Gardenia is the new test for two-year-old 
fillies which the racing association has created 
as a companion championship test to The 
Garden State. 

The Garden State carries an added value 
of $100,000. The 1954 running grossed $269,- 
965 and was won by Mrs. Russell A. Firestone’s 
Summer Tan. The difference between the added 
money and the gross was made up by nomina¬ 
tion and eligibility payments by horsemen. 

The Gardenia will carry an added value of 
$50,000, but the Garden State Racing Associa¬ 
tion has guaranteed that the gross purse will be 
at least $100,000, making it the richest purse 
ever contested for by two-year-old fillies. Both 
races are over the championship distance for 
two-year-olds, a mile and a sixteenth.

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Meeting of American Trainers 

The Annual Meeting of the American 
Trainers’ Association was held in the dining 
room of the old clubhouse at Pimlico, Monday, 
November 8, 1954, following dinner at six 
o’clock. 

President Max Hirsch called the meeting to 
order. The roll call by the secretary revealed 
40 members present and 78 sending proxies. 
Officers present were: Messrs. Max Hirsch, 
president; E. A. Christmas, vice-president; 
Janon Fisher, Jr., secretary-treasurer; Albert A. 
Wheeler, assistant secretary. 

The minutes of the last Annual Meeting 
were read by the secretary-treasurer and were 
approved as read, as was the treasurer’s report. 

In his report for the current year, the presi¬ 
dent stated that the most important event was 
that through the Association he had had re¬ 
scinded the apprentice rule made by the New 
York Racing Commission, limiting a trainer 
to no more than two apprentices at one time. 

E>eceased member during the year was Jack 
Whyte, and everyone was asked to stand in 
silent meditation in respect to his memory and 
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to that of Howard Thompson of the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club, an old and constant friend. 

Under the heading of new business the secre¬ 
tary explained the functions of the newly 
formed Maryland Racing Council. This 
Council is made up from horse interests in 
Maryland, meeting for the first time at the 
Lord Baltimore Hotel and forming a rough or¬ 
ganization later crystallized into the Racing 
Council. The purpose of this organization the 
Secretary explained, is to discuss and suggest 
remedies for any problems that come up in 
Maryland racing circles for the betterment of 
racing as a whole. 

In this group are two members from the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Associa¬ 
tion, one from the American Trainers’ Associa¬ 
tion, one from the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association, one from each mile track, and one 
representing all the half-mile tracks. This was 
later changed to give each minor track a repre¬ 
sentative. The secretary advised that he repre¬ 
sented this Association in the council with Mr. 
E. A. Christmas as the alternate. Each Associa¬ 
tion gave $50 or $100 toward defraying the 
expenses of dinners at the meetings and also 
for printing costs and incidentals. He stated 
that the Bylaws were strict and only matters 
that were on the agenda could be discussed as 
in this way everyone could prepare himself to 
speak his piece. 

Regarding this rule, Mr. J. Merryman Black 
said he would like to know by whose authority 
was his mare scratched at Hagerstown this sum¬ 
mer, and was the Maryland Racing Council the 
cause of this? 

Mr. Fisher replied that every rule hits some¬ 
body hard and that it was unfortunate that Mr. 
Black’s mare fell in this category causing him 
a lot of embarrassment and pain. He further 
stated he thought the only mistake the Racing 
Council had made was that it did not provide 
for a final board of review, and intended to 
suggest at the next meeting that in the case of 
an obvious injury the Stewards of the meeting 
be the final court of appeal. 

Mr. E. A. Christmas brought up the subject 
of the two per cent tax levied on feed bills at 
the racetracks. The tax is not collected on the 
farms, but just at the racetracks, and he suggested 
that a letter be written to the Governor or the 
Tax Board as he thought it was unconstitutional. 
It was moved and seconded that the president 
appoint a committee to look into this and report 
back to the board of directors. 

The president introduced the guests of the 
Association that evening, Mr. John D. Jackson,

General Manager of The Maryland Jockey Club, 
and Mr. J. P. Flanagan, the State Steward. 

Proceeding with the business at hand, the 
president called for nominations for three mem¬ 
bers of the board of directors, the three year 
terms of Messrs. John Gaver, J. P. Jones, and 
Virgil W. Raines having expired. As nomina¬ 
tions closed with the same three members up 
for re-election, there was no need for a secret 
ballot. 

There being no further business, the meet¬ 
ing adjourned.

Harry D. James, for the past six years presi¬ 
dent of the St. David s Society of Baltimore 
City, died after a brief illness on November 
21. The St. David’s Society represents the de¬ 
scendants of Welsh people and has carried on 
the traditions of Wales and Welsh customs. 

Mr. James was instrumental in having the 
Society present an annual ribbon for the Grand 
Champion Welsh Pony at the Maryland State 
Fair. This brought about a very pleasant re¬ 
lationship between the St. David’s Society and 
the Welsh Pony breeders. Harry James took an 
enthusiastic interest in the Timonium Fair and 
in all breeds of horses and ponies in general. 
The horse and pony people of this community 
will deeply miss Harry James.

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POOR MAN'S SPORTING TOUR

For years, people have been taking expensive 
'sporting tours” and I have been going every 
step of the way with them, over Irish banks and 
through English moors, from the Galway 
Blazers to the Pytchley—all vicariously, of 
course, in the diaries which are the inevitable 
result of such junkets. 

I have galloped unflinchingly through the 
prose, hitting a spanking pace over those "lacey” 
stone walls in Ireland and tincanning madly be¬ 
hind the staghounds in Britain. But the incom¬ 
prehensible part of most of these written ac¬ 
counts of "great Days with Exmoor” and the 
like is that the visitor promptly gets on a first- 
name basis with every hound for miles around, 
back unto the fifth generation. 

Personally, I am not inclined toward speak¬ 
ing to hounds under any circumstances. For one 
thing, I know that if I address some very John 
Peel-ish remark to Dawdler, he will turn out to 
be Dragon—or, worse yet. Bugle Ann. This in 
itself is no crime, but invariably the nearest 
whipper-in hears my feeble attempts to be one 
of the cognoscenti, and roars out the hound s 
actual name. Experiences like this are enough 
to curtail almost anybody’s name-dropping 
habits; me, I don’t even nod to hounds. 

Whether one rides to hunt, or hunts to ride, 
or just goes out to speak authoritatively about 
hounds, there is a special, highly flavored pleas¬ 
ure about hunting with someone other than 
one’s own, home pack. Maybe the fun is in the 
anticipation (though, after viewing some of 
Elkridge-Harford’s fences from the road en 
route to the meet a couple of years ago. I’m not 
sure about the wisdom of anticipating). Or 
Maybe the great satisfaction is in returning home 
(alive) to recount one’s adventures to the poor 
unfortunates who didn’t make the trip. 

Whatever the driving force, we succumbed 
to it. We went. And with Ireland so many miles 
away (not to mention frightfully damp) we 
made ours a sort of localized sporting tour— 
a two-day stand, as it turned out, because we 
were en route to our third days’ destination 
when my one-horse hunter string caulked itself 
severely on the hind hoof and coronet band, and 
now I already am a has-been, content to lean 
against the mantel and recount my great days 
with the Black and Tans. (Rather, with Mid- 
dleburg and Green Spring Valley.) 
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The vision of two Marylanders making a visit 
to a Virginia hunt might seem like heresy to 
some, but it should be pointed out that a sport¬ 
ing tour is where you find it. Mrs. Steadman 
Teller and I had done our tack to a turn, Elk- 
ridge-Harford bound, on this particular day, 
when word filtered through that there would be 
no Monday meet, that week, because of the Elec¬ 
tion Day holiday. We rushed to Bailey’s Hunt¬ 
ing Directory for a nearby hunt with a Monday 
fixture. Middleburg it was—and the Mary¬ 
lander who wants to hunt in Virginia should 
learn the happy practicality of White’s Ferry, 
across the Potomac River near Poolesville, which 
places the traveler next door to Leesburg, Va., 
in less time than seems possible. 

Middleburg met that day at the farm of 
Mrs. Lewis E. Gibb at Mountsville (formerly 
owned by Dr. Robert Humphrey). In a nearby 
field grazed Apple of Blarney, the famous Ap- 
paloosan hunter shown successfully for many 
years by Kathleen McKinney, Mrs. Gibb’s 
daughter. 

We met at 10 a. m., with about 20 in the 
field, including the usual contingent of green 
horses which one expects in a genuine horse 
country. 

The master is Newell J. Ward, Jr. who, with 
his wife, Bettina, just returned from a year’s 
hunting in Ireland. Mrs. Ward was turned out 
in a midnight blue hunting coat with side vents 
and, with hunting cap and pencil-slim boots, 
made a dashing picture on an attractive brown 
hunter. 

Middleburg’s country in recent years has not 
been regarded as big, in comparison with other 
Virginia hunts. But under "Buddy” Ward’s mas¬ 
tership, nary a rail is taken down—or wasn’t, 
the day we were trying to throw our hearts over 
them. We came to a section where there were 
many small-ish coops, but all were topped by a 
single rail, quite high, and wired up so securely 
that certain visitors (namely, me) had visions of 
going "Boing-g-g-g!” Fortunately, horses know 
better than to worry about such things. 

Because it was a weekday meet, many fol¬ 
lowers had commitments elsewhere and began 
dropping out after two hours or so. But the day 
was lovely, and hounds were running well; 
half a dozen diehards stayed out about AVi hours 
and were amply rewarded for their perseverance

Maryland Racing Commission Rule 106: To be eligible to start in races exclusively for 
horses bred in Maryland, each horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion. To qualify for such registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, 
and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a mare covered in Maryland 
the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the 
season of the birth of said foal. 

A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the oiuner of the dam at the time of foaling. 

Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders* Association 
to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and the decision of the 
Commission shall be final.

Per¬ 
fectly mannered horses were the rule; even the 
green ones, far in the back, showed signs of 
great promise . . . Mrs. Amory Perkins, side¬ 
saddle on a dark bay whose way of going would 
be noteworthy in any company . . . Hounds 
working so beautifully that you longed for a 
camera . . . and miles and miles of rolling grass 
country, exquisite at any season but especially 
so at the height of a late autumn. 

The item that distinguishes a mere visitor and 
a sporting tourist is—the fellow on a tour goes 
TWO places instead of one. 

Ran into H. Robertson Fenwick, MFH of the 


Green Spring Valley Hounds, at the Timonium 
sales, and his description of the locale of the 
meets for the following week was irresistible. 
This time the junketeer was Samuel E. Bogley 
(Mrs. Teller had taken her own road show to 
the Millbrook Hunt in New York) and off we 
went, under the ample (six-horse size) wing of 
C. Mills, who allowed as how he thought people 
did some mighty odd things when he dispatched 
the van. 

Hounds met at the old Straus place, just op¬ 
posite Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilts Sagamore 
Farm. The day was one of those cloudless, golden, 
ones of autumn; everything was perfect, ex¬ 
cept that our horses hadn’t arrived. 

'’You’ll be able to see us for miles,” said the 
Master, "and if they’re very late, just unload 
them at the Maryland Hunt Cup course. We’ll 
be down there soon.” 

The sight of Green Spring Valley’s pack mov¬ 
ing off across a wooded hillside made us forget 
to worry about our hunters. Big, rugged, ca¬ 
pable-looking hounds . . . Huntsman Leslie 
Grimes, Honorary Whipper-in Jill Fenwick . . . 
MFH "Bobby” on his "Tuesday horse,” a big bay 
with one white sock and the kind of manners 
you dream about ... A field of 18, mostly rat¬ 
catcher-clad, and mounted on hunters worthy 
of the country . . . No cold blood showing, we 
agreed wistfully as we thought about the doubt¬ 
ful spots in the pedigree of our own halfbreds. 

The van appeared before the pink coats van- 
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ished. We hastened to unload and fasten the 
dozen or so extra buckles that always show up 
when you’re in a hurry, then made the mad dash 
to catch them. By this time they were out of 
sight and we had a difficult job—tracking the 
hunt, in a totally strange country, without getting 
in their way. We heard hounds running in a 
large woods, so we jumped a ditch and a post- 
and-rail (the worst fence we saw all day) to get 
into an open field, to avoid turning the fox. 

Finally we saw two men, obviously on green 
ones, following a patch so we took it and joined 
the hunt on the edge of the Hunt Cup course. 
Not far away was Snow Hill, the historic house 
overlooking the course, which was hit by a freak 
wind that uprooted 300 old trees last June and 
left it completely bare. 

Here, too, our impressions were of the stuff 
of which hunting dreams are made ... Jill 
Fenwick, expert and knowledgeable in her won¬ 
derful cut pink coat . . . Huntsman Grimes’ 
voice, like the most exciting part of those fox 
hound recordings ... If your spine didn’t react, 
you were just plain deaf . . . And the big thor¬ 
oughbreds, in a country where a topnotch jump¬ 
er is a prerequisite . . . Mrs. Hugh O’Donovan 
on a chestnut . . . Mrs. Frank Bonsai, hunting 
across her own farm . . . Sue Powers, on a big- 
leaping pony .. . Sam Small, whose big mare has 
been schooled to ”eat up” ditches and banks . . . 
and the views, each seemingly lovelier than the 
last. . . Miles of open, rolling grassland, through 
all the various valleys that make up that area 
loosely described as Green Spring Valley, but 
actually a combination of several . . . The out¬ 
look across the Fenwicks’ timber course for the 
’’little” Grand National (best misnomer since 
they named hunting coats ’’pink”) . . . and the 
enjoyable hack home, over miles of paths un¬ 
interrupted by jumps or closed gates or high¬ 
ways.

Only two rumors emerged from my hunting 
tour, and both came back to me with remark¬ 
able speed. At the International race at Laurel, 
a Middleburg friend said: "I hear you had a bad 
fall when you hunted with us.” (I could see 
clearly that she didn’t believe me, when I said I 
hadn’t.) And a Harford friend allowed as how 
she heard my horse hit all the fences; I hope my 
voice rang with sincerity when I vowed he 
didn’t, but I daresay she didn’t buy the story, 
either. 

And if that caulked hoof mends in time, we 
shall go forth again. I hope you won’t swallow 
the rumors that I have fallen off and landed on 
a hound—calling him by the wrong name as I 
did it! 


Perfect Gem 

Perfect Gem, a three-year-old full-sister to the 
1953 Kentucky Derby winner Dark Star, has 
found a new home, and, we are pleased to report, 
the home is in Maryland. 

The Gem’s racing days are now behind her, 
according to her new owners, and next spring 
she will be bred to a stallion of as yet undisclosed 
identity. 

Owned in partnership by Snowden Carter and 
Louis Pascal, Perfect Gem was acquired from 
Mrs. C. Paul Denckla. 

The brown daughter of * Royal Gem II and 
Isolde raced ten times during her career, win¬ 
ning at Churchill Downs and Delaware Park. 
She scored under a $6,500 claiming tag at the 
Kentucky track and against $5,000 platers at 
Delaware. 

In June, she was claimed by Mrs. Denckla 
for $6,500. 

Carter and Pascal plan to operate their part¬ 
nership enterprise under the name of "Binna 
Farm,” and, although they claim they are not 
primarily breeders, they now own two in-foal 
mares and a foal in utero. 

Binna Farm, located near Hannah More 
Academy in Reisterstown, now accommodates, 
in addition to Perfect Gem, the 23-year-old 
mare. Marching Along and the six-year-old mare. 
Rising Temper. 

Marching Along, a daughter of Man o’War, 
is in foal to * Hunter’s Moon IV and Rising 
Temper to *Beau Gem. 

Although a non-winner herself (being raced 
only as a two-year-old), Marching Along has 
produced one stakes winner and is the grand 
dam of three others. 

Rising Temper, winner of eleven races, was 
retired from racing last year and sent to Vir¬ 
ginia this past spring to be covered by Kent- 
mere Farm’s syndicated *Beau Gem. 

The foal in utero is being carried by Bell 
Bottom which was bred last spring to *Beau 
Gem. She was purchased at the recent Timoni- 
um sale by the Binna Farm and subsequently 
presented to the O’Farrell brothers’ Windy Hill 
Farm in Westminster in exchange for the foal 
after he is weaned. 

Remarking on the acquisition of Perfect Gem, 
Pascal said: "We’ve only had her a few days 
but already we’ve got letters from people in 
Kentucky with stallions who want us to breed 
to their horses. 

"Last year when all we had was Rising Tem¬ 
per, those Kentucky breeders kept saying 'book 
full.’ It looks like when you’ve got a good mare, 
there’s always room for one more.”

Naming A Horse 

The racing fan who thinks picking a winner 
is difficult should try naming a Thoroughbred. 
Just a few years back Curtiss T. Clifford of Cali¬ 
fornia hopefully sought a name for a filly by 
Hollyrood-Xenolue. He began sending in names 
three at a time in the fall of 1946 and on Oc¬ 
tober 11, 1948, after 27 rejections, he received 
Jockey Club approval on "Uname It. 

Thus far Mrs. Lillian Brennan, Registrar for 
The Jockey Club, has had nothing to equal that 
"But,” she says, "It is still early; we re just get¬ 
ting out from under the last minute deluge of 
1954 registrations which came in on the October 
31 deadline. The names will all pile in at the 
last minute, late in Oecember.” 

There is one school of thought which holds 
that "great horses have great names, and Man 
o’ War is among those cited. While it is true 
that every schoolboy knows who Man o War 
was, the fact remains that there once was an¬ 
other Man o’ War galloping about, circa 1901, 
who isn’t even remembered by Max Hirsch or 
Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons who stabled nearby 
and saw him run some of his 26 races as a 
two-year-old in New York.

One notable rejection so far this year has 
been in the case of the colt for which F. J. 
Adams, representing a syndicate, paid a record 
$86,000 at the Keeneland Summer Sales. The 
first set of names requested for the yearling by 
*Nasrullah-Lurline B., by the Clohone Stable 
was turned down and they’re still trying. 

Mrs. Eleanora R. Sears, colorful Boston Sports¬ 
woman, who entered the ranks of Thoroughbred 
owners by bidding a successful $75,000 for a 
colt by Tudor Minstrel-Neocracy at the Sara¬ 
toga Yearlings Sales, had a comparatively easy 
time of it. The youngster is named Tudorka. 

Why is naming a horse so difficult? Here 
are a few of the reasons: no name of a horse 
racing or at stud during the previous 15 years 
may be used; names of recognized great Thor¬ 
oughbreds cannot be duplicated regardless of 
the time element, (there can be no third Man 
o’ War); names are limited to three words and 
14 letters, spaces and punctuation counting as 
letters; trade names and advertising slogans are 
banned. Nor can there any longer be a herd of 
Valdina horses or Darby horses to cause con¬ 
fusion. The Jockey Club in 1946 barred the use 
of a uniform prefix to names.
